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Up the junction: Accidents and near-misses in Epsom town centre have led some to call for a review of roads and traffic in the area 


Collisions lead to calls for action on traffic safety in High Street

A series of collisions and near- 
misses at a road junction in 
Epsom has divided opinion about 
whether safety issues are caused 
more by traffic, pedestrians or the 
layout itself. 

In the latest incident on Thurs¬ 
day afternoon an 80-year-old 
woman was injured while cross¬ 
ing the A24 Epsom High Street at 
Ashley Road. She was taken by 
ambulance to St George’s Hospital 
in Tooting with a head injury 


and is currently believed to be in a 
stable condition. 

However, her incident, along 
with many others recently, has 
again led to calls for action to 
tackle what has been labelled a 
“dangerous junction”. 

Writing in the comments section 
of the Guardian’s online story on 
the collision a user called 
chikiminki wrote: “Epsom is sim¬ 
ply getting too big for the infras¬ 
tructure. Drivers get frustrated 
and take risks, as do pedestrians. 

“We need a radical review of the 
roads in the area, directing traffic 
away from the town centre and 
not through it.” 


Plans for major road improve¬ 
ments in the town centre includ¬ 
ing making South Street two-way 
to stop traffic heading towards 
Ashtead having to travel through 
the High Street, are being pro¬ 
posed by Epsom Council. 

The road changes, as part of 
Plan E, would aim to reduce 
congestion through the 
town centre and boost its , 
economic vitality by ‘ 
making it easier for/ 
shoppers and workers l* 1 
to get to the centre and 4p 
move around, as well \

Canine campaign is on 


So near so spa for NHS 
staff on trip to Germany

NHS investigators are looking 
into potential conflicts of in¬ 
terest after a luxury trip 
hosted by a pharmaceutical 
company for representatives 
of two Surrey NHS groups. 

Naeed Hussain, from Surrey 
Downs clinical commission¬ 
ing group (CCG), and Linda 
Honey, head of medicines 
management at North West 
Surrey CCG joined 10 other 
senior NHS staff for two 
nights at the German spa 
town of Baden Baden last 
month. 

There they were treated to 
rooms at Belle Epoque hotel - 
which, according to Paul Jer- 
ram from Isle of Wight CCG 
who apparently arranged the 
whole trip, boasts gold-plated 
wastepaper bins - as well as 
£500 per day attendance fee. 


Surrey Downs CCG is made 
up of 33 GP practices and has 
an annual budget of £300m to 
commission healthcare for 
290,000 residents living in 
Epsom and Ewell, East Elm- 
bridge and Banstead and Mole 
Valley. 

Naeed Hussain is primary 
care pharmacist at the CCG; a 
spokeswoman for the organi¬ 
sation confirmed it did not 
currently have a public regis¬ 
ter of members’ interests or 
affiliations, but that this was 
something they were working 
towards making public in the 
near future. 

James Blythe, its director of 
commissioning and strategy, 
said: “We take our responsibil¬ 
ities for managing conflicts of 
interests extremely seriously 
and where employees of the 
CCG have other interests 
these are fully declared and 
carefully managed in line 
with our own robust gover¬ 
nance policies. 


“Where employees seek to 
engage in work outside of the 
CCG we ask that this is dis¬ 
cussed with us and that if 
other work is undertaken, any 
interests are declared. 

“With potential new prod¬ 
ucts it is not uncommon for 
pharmaceutical companies to 
engage pharmacists and other 
NHS experts in the research 
and development phase, pro¬ 
viding individuals are open 
and transparent about their 
involvement, as in this case. 

“This staff members’ inde¬ 
pendent work with this phar¬ 
maceutical company has been 
declared and the individual 
has not been party to any deci¬ 
sions relating to the company 
or its products. 

“The product discussed at 
this event, Cosmocol, a prod¬ 
uct used to treat constipation, 
was added to our prescribing 
advisory database in June, be¬ 
fore this event took place.” 

Georgia Lewis, media officer 


for the Keep our St Helier Hos¬ 
pital campaign, questioned 
the trip and said: “I do smell a 
rat here. Outsourcing of ser¬ 
vices is an ongoing issue and 
when the people paid to make 
the decisions start accepting 
trips like this it does make you 
wonder.” 

Lauren Ter Kuile, communi¬ 
cations officer for Surrey 
Healthwatch which has been 
in existence for two years to 
hold the local NHS to account, 
said: “No evidence has come 
our way and no one has been 
in touch to suggest there was 
anything untoward about this 
trip.” 

The group NHS Protect is 
working with the police to 
launch a full investigation into 
potential conflict of interest 
cases involving NHS employ¬ 
ees and hospitality from exter¬ 
nal organisations. 

North West Surrey CCG said 
it was co-operating fully with 
this investigation. 


An Epsom woman is taking a 
stand against dog owners 
who leave their pets in warm 
cars as part of the RSPCA’s 
national campaign dogs die 
in hot cars. 

Self-proclaimed animal 
lover, Joan Eggleton, has 
made a small display outside 
her home of a lifelike toy dog 
in an Early Learning plastic 
car, situated on the corner of 
Pound Lane and Hook Road, 
to raise awareness of the dan¬ 
gers of leaving pets in warm 
vehicles. 

Miss Eggleton said: “A dog 
is not able to lose heat as we 
do, by sweating. They need to 
pant, which after a while, be¬ 
comes impossible in a hot 
car. They then suffer from 
heatstroke, and if not found 
in time, die very quickly. 
Dogs also lose some heat 
through their feet, made diffi¬ 
cult in a hot car with all its 
upholstery.” 

The national campaign is 
targeting supermarkets, an 
area where dog owners are 
too often unaware that leav¬ 
ing their pets “for a moment” 
on warm days can lead to ani¬ 
mals suffering severe dehy¬ 
dration, heatstroke and even 
death.

Dog owners should be 
aware that even on dull days, 
the temperature in cars can 
rise, despite being parked in 
the shade with windows 
cracked open. 

Miss Eggleton stressed that 
despite there being many 
people who were unaware of 
the implications of leaving 
pets in warm cars, there are 
many repeat offenders, and 
hopes that her input for the 
campaign will make more 
people aware of this “irre¬ 
sponsible practice”.

Concerned users of a coun¬ 
cil-run youth club voiced 
their objections to plans for a 
radical overhaul at a well-at¬ 
tended public meeting. 

Supporters turned out in 
force at Banstead Youth 
Club, in Bolters Lane, 
Banstead, on Thursday night 
for a public meeting to dis¬ 
cuss the plans to reduce the 
centre’s hours of operation, 
as well as the potential relo¬ 
cation of its leader. 

Earlier reports had claimed 
the youth work would be cut 
from 12 hours a week to only 
three and that Pat Lewis, 
who has been employed 
there for 37 years, would be 
moved to areas where she is 
needed more. 

However, a spokesman for 
Surrey County Council told 
the Epsom Guardian the 
meeting had explained how 
the reductions only amount¬ 
ed to one session - meaning 
four would be held a week in¬ 
stead of the usual five. 

He added: “We also in¬ 
formed everyone present 
that the YMCA has been con¬ 
tracted to step in and fill the 
gap caused by the reduction 
with services of its own. 

“Residents and service 
users got the chance to air 
their views and will be care¬ 
fully considered. 

“We have pledged to make 
no indefinite decisions until 
September when all the re¬ 
sults of the public consulta¬ 
tion have been examined.”

The wife of an Epsom man 
who is living under contin¬ 
ued threat of deportation 
says she will die if he is 
forced out of the country.

Mr Yousaf, of Farriers 
Road, Epsom, claims Govern¬ 
ment officials have refused to 
listen to his case to remain 
and are even alleging his 
marriage is not a legitimate 
one. 

The unemployed 37-year- 
old, who is not entitled to not make 
benefits - and says he does difference, 
not want them - first arrived 
in the UK from Pakistan on a 
short-term visa in 1996. 

He stayed with his brother 
and sister in Bucking¬ 
hamshire, both of whom al¬ 
ready have full British 
citizenship. 

He met Fazila, 60, the

A house fire that killed an elderly 
woman with her husband only 
narrowly escaping with his life 
was an accident, a coroner has 
ruled. 

Elderly Patricia Bond had been 
bedbound and was unable to es¬ 
cape the fire, which damaged 
about 50 per cent of the ground 
floor of the home she shared with 
her husband David in Fir Tree 
Close, Epsom Downs, pictured. 

Mr Bond was rescued by a taxi 


driver who spotted the fire in the 
detached house at about 8.15pm 
and risked his own life by 
going into the building. 

He was taken to Epsom 
Hospital for treatment 
for burns and smoke 
inhalation. 

Firefighters evacuated 
Mrs Bond from the 
house on January 24, but 
despite their best efforts 
were unable to save her. 

A coroner at Woking Coroner’s 
Court ruled on Wednesday, July 
22, Mrs Bond’s death was 
accidental. 

A neighbour at the time had 


said: “It is an awful way to die. It 
is sad. I think when they got in 
she was already overcome 
by the smoke.” 

Another neighbour 
paid tribute to Mrs 
Bond after the fire. 
They said: “It is a 
very tragic accident. 
“She was a lovely 
lady and we have known 
them a long time. A tragic 
way to go. We are all upset.” 

The couple are believed to 
have lived in the house for about 
30 years. Mr Bond is currently 
staying with the couple’s two 
adult children.

A 62-year-old retiree who has set 
more than 80 world records in 10 
years is gearing up to smash 
even more this autumn. 

Stephen Hyland has set more 
than 80 records for chin ups and 
pull ups since his 50s, but is set 
on getting his 90th record this 
autumn and early next year. 

Mr Hyland has consistently 
beaten men half his age and 
has even appeared in hit TV 
challenge shows such as Ninja 
Warrior.

He said: “I phoned up Guinness 
World Records and asked ‘what 
records have you got?’

Reasons why new Aldi not suitable 


I am writing in response to 
your article published in the 
Epsom Guardian (Site “not 
right” for Aldi say residents, 
July 28), about the possible 
new development from Aldi. 

I have seen the proposals 
put forward by Aldi, that have 
been leafleted to neighbours 
nearby and I am of the opin¬ 
ion the plans are entirely un¬ 
suitable. The junction at 
Church Road and Alexandra 
Road is already problematic 
and this would add to the traf¬ 
fic congestion. Alexandra 
Road has a history of serious 
road accidents resulting from 


speeding cars and this would 
only exacerbate the problem. 

Although additional park¬ 
ing has been offered, I doubt 
whether it would be sufficient 
and this will add to the park¬ 
ing congestion both on neigh¬ 
bouring roads and also for the 
doctor’s surgery next door. 

The width of the small 
roads nearby are totally un¬ 
suitable for large delivery lor¬ 
ries which will have great 
difficulty entering and exiting 
the site and which will cause 
obstruction on both Alexan¬ 
dra and Church Road. 

As to whether we actually 


need another supermarket, 
an altogether different ques¬ 
tion, I am doubtful about this 
also. It certainly would have a 
negative impact on the small¬ 
er shops on nearby roads and 
Upper High Street, which are 
still suffering from the expen¬ 
sive parking charges Epsom 
has to endure. I am very inter¬ 
ested to know the views from 
both Epsom residents, com¬ 
muters and anyone else it will 
impact on.

Why are less Epsom people moving house? 


During my school years (and that 
was a while ago...), I recall people 
constantly moving. From research I 
have carried out it shows things have 
changed considerably in Epsom over 
the last few decades, and interestingly, 
the trend is getting worse ... for the 
removal van people at any rate! 

In Epsom, at the moment there are 
12,641 properties. However, after we 
remove the 1,386 council houses, 2,450 
privately rented houses and 148 houses 
where the occupants live rent free, that 
leaves us with 8,657 owned properties 
(be that 100% outright, with a mortgage 
or shared ownership). This means 68.5% 
of the properties in Epsom are occupied 
by the owner (the national average is 
interestingly 64.2%) but the number of 
people who have sold and moved house 
in Epsom, over the last 12 months, has 
only been 1,164. This means on these 
figures, the homeowners of Epsom are 
only moving on average every 7.43 years. 

These are the reasons. Firstly, the cost 
of moving house has risen over the 
last twenty years. Secondly, with many 
remortgaging their properties in the mid 
2000’s before the price crash of 2008, 
there is a reluctance or inability in a 
small minority of homeowners to finance 
a home sale/purchase, due to lack of 
equity. These are both factors driving 


fewer moves by existing homeowners. 

However, the big effect has been the 
change in house price inflation. Back 
in the 1970’s and 1980’s, house prices 
were doubling every 5 to 7 years. Even 
in Greater London, with its stratospheric 
property price increases over the last few 
years, it has taken 13 years (August 2002 
to be exact) for property values to double 
to today’s levels. 

This change to a relatively low inflation 
Epsom property market (i.e. Epsom 
property values not rising quickly) 
is significant because the long term 
consequences of sustained low 
house price growth is that it eats into 
mortgage debt more slowly than when 
property price inflation is higher. Epsom 
homeowners cannot rely on inflation to 
shrink their debt in real terms as much 
as they did in say the 1970’s and 1980’s. 

So what does this all mean for Epsom 
buy to let landlords? Well for the same 
reasons existing Epsom homeowners 
aren’t moving, less ‘twenty something’s’ 
are buying their first home as well. 
Epsom youngsters may aspire to own 
their own home, but without the social 
pressure from their peers and parents to 
buy their first property as soon people 
reach their early 20’s, the memory of 
the 2008 housing crisis and the belief 
the hard times either aren’t over or the 


worst is yet to come, current and would- 
be homeowners are warming to the idea 
of renting. I also believe UK society has 
changed, with the youngster’s wanting 
prosperity and happiness; but wanting 
it all now... instantly... today... without the 
sacrifice, work and patience that these 
things take. As a society, we expect 
things instantly, and if it doesn’t come 
easy, doesn’t come quick, (or free), 
some youngsters ask if it is really worth 
the effort to save for the deposit? Why 
go without holidays, the newest iPhone, 
socialising four times a week and the 
fancy satellite package for a couple of 
years, to save for that 5% deposit if there 
is no longer a social stigma in renting or 
pressure to buy as there was... say... a 
generation ago? 

Even though, in real terms, property 
prices are 5% cheaper than they were ten 
years ago (when adjusted by inflation), 
19.4% of Epsom properties are privately 
rented (nearly double it was twenty 
years ago). As a result, the demand for 
rental properties continues to grow from 
tenants, meaning those wishing to invest 
in the buy to let market, over the long 
term, might be on to a good thing? For

Playing the Lashings World XI - made up of 
legends of the game - is a treat for any 
cricketer so it's nice to know how they felt 
playing their idols too. 

Current Lashings squad member, former 
captain of Surrey and England's One Day side 
Adam Hollioake still remembers when he first 
encountered his hero on the cricket field. 

Talking to Vibe, Adam, 43, said: "I was lucky, 
to play against Viv Richards. He was my idol 
and the only man I had a poster of on my wall. 

"It was amazing. I got goosebumps when he 
walked out to bat. I'd seen him all my 
childhood on TV so to be there playing against 
him was unbelievable." 

That feeling will likely become familiar to 
those amateur cricketers taking on Lashings 
this summer - they play Bromley CC on 
August 8, Bexleyheath CC on August 20, 
Eynsford Bellegrove on August 23 and have a 
golf day at Hampton Court on September 9. 

The Lashings roster includes arguably the 
World's fastest-ever bowler Jeff Thomson, 
Pakistan spin king Saqlain Mushtaq, Windies 
fast bowling legend Courtney Walsh and 
record-breaking batsman Gordon Greenidge. 

For Adam, it's a chance to catch up with 
some old mates. 

He said: "The other way is for us to go out 
and meet up in a bar - this is a healthier way 
of catching up in the old environment we used 


to be in. We always have a good laugh." 

Australian-born, Adam moved to Weybridge 
aged 12 and played four test matches and 35 
One Day Internationals for England in the late 
1990s, captaining the side on 14 occasions. 

The all-rounder is best known, however, for 
his leadership of Surrey. As captain he guided 
them to County Championships in 1999, 2000 
and 2002 and collected nine trophies in all 
before retiring in 2004 (he made a brief 
comeback in T20s for Essex in 2007). 

He said: "They were probably some of the 
most enjoyable years of my life. I loved 
playing for Surrey. 

"I felt like I belonged there and I felt like I 
had a lot of respect there and I felt that my 
greatest cricketing successes came at Surrey. 

"It's a great county, a beautiful part of the 
world. I feel very lucky to have grown up there 
and I look back on it with fondness." 

He added: "I always look back to 1999 and 
winning that first championship for Surrey 
since 1971. Then going out and drinking a lot 
of beer in a very short period of time with my 
best mates, I would say that was probably my 
best moment. We won it with guys who I 
played cricket with since I was 12 years old. It 
felt like a lifetime achievement." 

Being born in Australia and raised in 
England, Adam is understandably intrigued 
on the on-going Ashes contest which England 


now lead 2-1 after last week's third test. 

Speaking before the third test, which 
England wrapped up in three days, Adam 
said: "Ashes series are never dull but this 
one has certainly captured my 
attention. It's a good one at the 
moment, isn't it?" 

After each test, the losing side 
has stuck largely to the same 
squad and given them a chance to 
redeem 

themselves, a tactic Adam was a fan 
of. 

He said: "It is very easy to panic and 
change things for the sake of it." 

Does he think he could have benefitted from 
a longer run than four tests? 

"Definitely there were players that were 
better than me that never even got picked for 
England," he said. "I certainly can't 
complain. I was fortunate enough that 
played nearly 40 times for England." 

"You can easily sit there and think 'I wish 
got more of a run' or you can be grateful for 
the opportunity you had. That's the way I look 
back on it." 

Lashings play Bromley CC on August 8, 
Bexleyheath CC on August 20, Eynsford 
Bellegrove on August 23 and a golf day at 
Hampton Court on September 9.

Leatherhead chairman Peter 
Ashdown has hit out at 
the Ryman League over a 
fixture list that has left 
him stumped for answers.
